CANTERBURY TRIO 

The Canterbury Trio has emerged as one of today’s finest young chamber ensem¬ 
bles, winning accolades from the press and public coast to coast. Violinist David 
Cerone, cellist Jennifer Langham and pianist Anne Epperson are accomplished ar¬ 
tists in their own right who have earned special recognition as soloists both in the 
United States and abroad. Their mutual love for chamber music inspired these 
three brilliant American performers to create the Canterbury Trio. 

Violinist DAVID CERONE has had a varied and distinguished musical career. 
In addition to maintaining an active solo recital and chamber music career, he 
served on the faculty of Oberlin College Conservatory of Music for nine years and 
the Cleveland Institute of Music as Chairman of the String Department for ten 
years. In 1974 he founded the Cleveland Chamber Music Seminar and served as its 
director until 1981. Mr. Cerone was appointed to a position at the Curtis Institute of 
Music in 1981, where he assumed the duties of the late Ivan Galamian. He is a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Directors of Chamber Music America and a director and faculty 
member at the Meadowmount School of Music. 

JENNIFER LANGHAM has been hailed by the London press as ‘ a brilliant 
young American cellist." She has performed frequently throughout the United 
States, England, France, Germany and Belgium as a recitalist, orchestral soloist 
and chamber musician. She has been heard on European radio, National Public 
Radio and has been a featured soloist on BBC-TV. Her recent New York appear¬ 
ances include engagements at Lincoln Center with the Chamber Music Society, the 
92nd Street Y and Merkin Hall of the Abraham Goodman House, as well as a con¬ 
cert for Mayor Edward Koch. Ms. Langham also appeared recently at the White 
House, performing for President and Mrs. Reagan. Her recordings appear on the 
BASF label. 

Pianist ANNE EPPERSON has performed as soloist in recital and with orches¬ 
tras throughout the United States. In addition, she has appeared as collaborative 
pianist and chamber music partner throughout Europe and South America as well 
as in Canada, Mexico and the United States. Since 1978 she has been a participant 
at Chamber Music Northwest and the Aspen Music Festival. She has served on the 
faculties of the North Carolina School of the Arts and the University of Illinois, and 
the Shepherd School of Music at Rice University in Houston. Ms. Epperson has re¬ 
corded for Vanguard, Musical Heritage Society and Nonesuch.
